The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
A bill requiring all persons operating a vehicle, or operating a vehicle on behalf of a 
weather spotter, a Federal Communications Commission (FCC) certified amateur radio 
operator or emergency management worker who is acting directly pursuant to their 
trade or occupation, to have a rotating or flashing amber light or lights affixed to their 
vehicle. This bill also requires that rural mail carriers outside the corporate limits of any 
municipality in the state affix rotating or flashing amber light or lights to the roof, front 
or rear of their vehicle. 
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
